fall to 100,000,000 bushels, instead of 
100,000,000 bushels foreshadowed by the 
rspori of June 1" Tho New York Tribune 
answers the statement in this way: No 
such decline had been caused .by events 
prior to July 1, the data of tho report 
just made public, and] the bureau eo 
mates the decline in winter wheat, from 
tho Tprevious ; estimate of .300,000,000 
bushels, at 114 per cent, leaving a crop 
of 203,000,000 basnels, while the decline 
in spring wheat is estimated at 15 .per 
cent leaving a probable yield of 127,000,- 
000 bushels. Thus the outlook, July 1, 
according [to tho department's report, 
justified expectation of a |:rop of "123.000," 
bushels in all, and the question now is

a mere strategic measure to place at 
large 
military force at a prominent 


center of the country, wfasro ample rail- 
road transportation in all directions could 
be promptly furnished, and from which 
they oould be speedily moved to the 
frontier, or to any point whero their ser- 
vices might be required. 


Tho "United States army is now scat- 


rored in small detachments and squads, 
separated from each othtr by long dis- 
tances. No large force could bo concen- 
trated anywhere without difficulty and 
delay. A regiment or two stationed near 
Chicago oould be sent by railroad with 
celerity and dispatch to the Indian bor- 
der, to tho sea cost, to the Canada fron- 
tier, or wherever they might be ordered, 


If, incidentally, a force from tho regu- 


lar army should be required to suppress 
a riot iu Ohiosgf, or in Jany neighboring 
city, it tfould doubtless be i good thing 
to have the soldiers handy. The plan to 
establish a large garrison near this city 
was not. however, formed for that objeo' 
especially, bnt for the general good and 
efficiency of the military service,
